The Inspiration of

The Indictment charges that Stew- 
art lied when he told the senate Tea- 
pot Dome scandal committee he did 
not participate in the profits of the 
Continental Trading company, Ltd. 
Subsequently Stewart, recalled by 
the committee, admitted he had han- 
died $759,000 of the profits of the Con- 
tinental company and had held them
